Sort It Out 

Sorters go through all of the piles and weed 

out any garbage that is not paper. They also 
divide the paper into two categories: brown paper (in- 
cluding cardboard) and white paper. (Nick Mag is made 
from recycled white paper.) A machine then removes 
any nonpaper elements—such as metal clasps, staples, 
and plastic windows on envelopes. 


Miles of Piles 

The recycling process starts when paper waste 

that has been picked up from homes in Germany 
and Poland is brought to the Leipa Paper Mill in Schwedt, 
Germany, in piles and bundles. 


All Washed Up 
The white paper goes into 
a huge washing machine 
filled with soap and water. The soap 
separates the ink from the paper. After 
a while, the wet paper becomes a 
% pulp-like substance. 
Susann Wetzel performs 
a quality test on the pulp 
(left). Tests are done at 
many stages in the

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FROM FORK TO SPOON: THE MAGIC OF RECYCLING 


One way to keep trash out of landfills 
is to make something new out of something old. 
Businessman Bert Brayne found a way to turn 
old metal forks into shiny new spoons. 
Here's how it works: 


Mary drives her SUV 1,100 miles from her 
home in Lowatt, Louisiana, to Bert's collection 
bin in Dullton, Ohio, and drops off her old fork. 


There, the fork is cleaned with 
chemicals that sterilize it and 
@ remove all the little bits of dried 

spaghetti. (The chemicals are 
disposed of in a nearby river so 
no one is harmed.) 


Once the spoon has set, it is 
coated with a polish that is toxic 
only to birds, mammals, and rep- 
tiles and then flown back to Bert’s 
office in Ohio. There, a huge truck 
waits to transport the spoon to a 
store in Louisiana. That’s the story 
of how one man is keeping dozens 
of forks out of our landfills! 


The fork is flown 8,600 
miles to a wood-burning 
furnace in a rain forest in 
Thailand, where it is melted 
down to a liquid state.

THE SITUATION: Asian elephants normally live in forests and

A CREATIVE WAY TO HELP: People in Thailand have 
domesticated elephants for thousands of years to use them for 
transportation and other work—the way horses are still used in the 
United States. Many of these elephants hauled timber until Thailand 
banned the logging of natural forests in 1989. The result was a lot of 
abandoned animals. 

In 1998, Russian-born American artists Vitaly Komar and Alex Melamid came up with a plan for the Thai 
elephants to help themselves: They taught the animals to paint by holding a brush in their trunk. Some really 
showed a knack for it, and since then, elephants in other parts of Asia have also been taught to paint. Their 
paintings are sold for hundreds of dollars each, and the money pays for elephant sanctuaries throughout Asia. 
People have argued about whether the animals are really aware that they’re creating art, but everyone agrees 
that the project is a success.

They 
started the African Fund for Endangered Wildlife and raised enough 
money to have the giraffes moved to safety in national parks in Kenya. 
To help spread the word, Betty and Jock adopted five baby giraffes and 
raised them on their property. They 
also opened the Giraffe Centre on 
their land, where visitors could see 
the animals up close and learn about 
the risks they face. 

Thanks to the couple’s quick 
action, there are more than 300 
Rothschild giraffes in Kenya’s 
national parks today. Betty also 
turned the couple’s home into a 
hotel called Giraffe Manor. Seven 
very friendly giraffes—the 
descendants of the originals—live 
on the property. If you ever get to 
stay there, don’t be surprised when 
a few long-necked intruders poke a 
head into the dining room while you 
eat your breakfast.
